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there were 3:01 births, 1:72 deaths, and 0°67 marriages. When compared 
with the corresponding ratios for previous years the birth and death rates 
are seen to be the lowest hitherto reported, the marriage rate being a 
trifle above that for last year (Tables I. and II.). 


BIRTHS. 


124,337 births were registered in Scotland during 1894, being at the 
rate of 3:01 per cent. or 301 for every ten thousand of the population as 
estimated. Of these 63,866 are males, and 60,471 females. 

Tables IV. and V. afford information as to the number and proportion 
of births in the five groups of Registration districts into which Scotland 
is divided. In the Principal Town districts 52,083 births were registered, 
being at the rate of 3°16 per hundred of the estimated inhabitants, 26,727 
being males, and 25,356 females; in the Large Town districts the total 
number is 17,273, at the rate of 3:24 per hundred of population, males 
8,876, females 8,397; in the Small Town districts the births are 27,108, 
or 3°10 per hundred of population, the males 13,861, the females 13,247 ; 
in the Mainland-Rurai districts the total births are 25,081, or 2°66 per 
hundred of the inhabitants, males 12,946, females 12,185; and in the 
Insular-Rural districts they number 2,792, or 2°24 per hundred of popula- 
tion, the males 1,456, the females 1,336. The highest birth-rate, therefore, 
occurred in the Large Town districts, followed in sequence by that in the 
Principal Town districts, Small Town districts, Maimland-Rural districts, 
and Insular-Rural districts. 

9,058 of the births were illegitimate, equivalent to 7°28 per cent. of 
all. The rate varies in each district, being 9°5 per cent. in the Mainland- 
Rural districts, 7-1 per cent. in the Principal Town districts, 6°8 per cent. 
in the Small Town districts, 5°8 per cent. in the Large Town districts, and 
5°3 per cent. in the Insular-Rural districts. 

Table VI. shows the proportion of illegitimate to all births in the eight 
divisions into which Scotland is geographically divided, and in each county. 
The highest rate among the former occurs in the North-Eastern Division, 
where 12°8 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, followed by the 
Southern, with 12:1 per cent.; the Northern, with 7°8 per cent.; the East- 
Midland, with 7°5 per cent.; the South-Eastern, with 7:1 per cent.; the

Of the total 124,337 births during the year, 63,866 were boys, and 
60,471 girls, so that for every hundred of the latter sex 105°6 male infants 
were born. The highest proportion of boys born to girls occurs in the 
Rural districts, being in both 109°0 to 100; the lowest isin the Small Town 
districts, 104°6 to 100. 

Births were registered throughout the country in largest numbers 
during October, when the rate was 357 per diem, April coming next with 
350 daily, June with 348, January, March and May each with 346, 
November with 343, July with 341, December with 338, February with 
333, August with 332, and September with 305. The daily average 
number of births registered during the year was 341. The average daily 
number of illegitimate births was 14. 


DEATHS. 


71,112 deaths were registered throughout Scotland during 1894, 
equivalent to 1°72 per cent., or 172 in each ten thousand of the population 
as estimated, and is the lowest death rate as yet recorded. 

From Table V. it is seen the heaviest rate occurred in the Principal 
Town districts, where it is 187 per ten thousand of population, followed 
by the Large Town districts, with a mortality-rate of 174, the Small Town 
districts with one of 168, the Mainland-Rural districts with one of 153, 
and the Insular-Rural districts with one of 152, proportions which, when 
compared with the corresponding for last year, show a decrease in each 
case, with the exception of the Insular-Rural districts. 

The average daily number of deaths as registered in Scotland for each 
month was largest during January, 242, followed by February with 218, 
December with 216, March with 212, April with 198, November with 
197, May with 192, June with 188, October with 187, July with 171, 
August with 164, and September with 153. The average number of 
daily deaths for the year was 195. 


MARRIAGES. 


27,561 marriages were registered in Scotland during the year, being 
at the rate of 67 for every ten thousand of estimated population, and is 
a slight increase upon that for the previous year. 

The marriage rate is highest in the Principal Town districts, where 
it is in the ratio of 83 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same, in 
the Large Town districts the rate is 67, in the Small Town districts it is 
59, in the Mainland-Rural districts it 1s 50, and in the Insular-Rural 
districts it is 33 per ten thousand. 

The average number of daily marriages registered each month was 
138 during June, 127 during December, 110 during January, 101 during 
July, 71 during April, 61 during November, 57 during September and 
October, 52 during August, 51 during March, 49 during February, and 
28 during May. The daily average for the year was 75. 
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EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The information upon which the remarks are founded in the following 
sections of the report is furnished by the Registrars of the undernoted 
Principal Towns, viz. Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Leith, 
Paisley, Greenock, and Perth, in their weekly returns, and it is believed 
the facts which relate to them apply in a great extent to the country at 
large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The number of births registered in the above towns during the year 
is 46,099, giving a rate of 811 in every ten thousand of their estimated 
population. The highest rate occurs in Glasgow, 330 per ten thousand ; 
followed by Greenock, with one of 322; Paisley, with one of 317; Aber- 
deen, with one of 316; Leith, with one of 315; Dundee, with one of 302; 
Edinburgh, with one of 267; and Perth, with one of 253. 

Of the total 46,099 births, 3,427 or 6°6 per cent. are illegitimate; the 
highest rate occurring in Aberdeen, 9°5 per cent., followed by Dundee, with 
one of 9°3 per cent.; Edinburgh, with one of 83 per cent.; Perth, with 
one of 7:4 per cent.; Glasgow, with one of 6°8 per cent.; Greenock, with 
one of 6'4 per cent.; Paisley, with one of 6:2 per cent.; and Leith, with 
one of 49 per cent. This same Table VIII. also shows the percentage of 
illegitimate births to the possible mothers in these towns, 7.¢., spinsters 
and widows between the ages of 15 and 45 years. The highest rate 
among these is in Aberdeen, where 1:90 children were born out of wed- 
lock for every hundred possible mothers as stated ; the rate is 1:70 per cent. 
in Greenock; 1°66 per cent. in Dundee; 1°65 per cent. in Glasgow; 1:35 
per cent. in Leith; 1:25 per cent. in Edinburgh and in Paisley; and 1:19 
per cent. in Perth. 

Of the total 46,099 children born in the towns during the year, 
23,625 were of the male sex, and 22,474 of the female sex, the proportion 
of boys to girls being as 105-1 is to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered in these towns during the year are 28,110 in 
number, of these 14,145 are males, and 13,965 females; their total 
mortality-rate being 191 per ten thousand of their estimated population. 

Table VIII. indicates the death rate in Glasgow to be the highest, 
viz., 199 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same; followed by 
Greenock, with one of 192; Perth, with one of 190; Dundee, with one of 
189 ; Aberdeen, with one of 186; Paisley, with one of 179; Edinburgh, 
with one of 175; and Leith, with one of 168. When these ratios are com- 
pared with the corresponding for 1898, it is seen in Table IX. how, in each 
case, the rate for the present year is under that for the former, with the 
exception of Aberdeen, in which there is a very slight increase, and in 
every case the rate for 1894 is under that of the mean for the last ten 
years,

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age, with the percentage of such deaths, both to the above number alive,. 
as also to the total deaths. Thus in Dundee 64 in every 1000 of the. 
children presumably living under five years of age died during the year;. 
in Glasgow, the number was 61; in Aberdeen, it was 59; in Greenock, it 
was 58; in Perth, it was 53; in Edinburgh, it was 50; in Paisley, it was 
49; and in Leith, it was 47. And again, of the total deaths in these eight 
towns 39°6 per cent. were children under five years of age in Dundee; 
39°2 per cent. in Aberdeen ; 38°9 per cent. in Glasgow; 38:0 per cent. in 
Greenock ; 36:1 per cent. in Leith and in Paisley; 30°7 per cent. in Perth ;. 
and 30°6 per cent. in Edinburgh. 

Tables XI. and XII. present the rate of mortality due to various 
classes of disease, and to some of the more frequent special causes of death 
in each of the eight towns, such rate being computed in the former table 
with reference to the estimated population, and in the latter with reference 
to the total deaths from all causes. 

The percentage of deaths due to Zymotic causes was 0°261 on the 
total estimated population of the towns, and is equal to 13°71 per cent. of 
the total mortality occurring in the same. Such diseases proved fatal to — 
0286 per cent. of the population in Perth; to 0°283 per cent. of that in 
Glasgow; to 0°273 per cent. of that in Aberdeen; to 0258 per cent. of 
that in Dundee; to 0°249 per cent. of that in Greenock ; to 0:244 per cent. 
of that in Leith; to 0°226 per cent. of that in Paisley ; and to 0°218 per © 
cent. of that in Edinburgh. The percentages of the like deaths to the 
total deaths were 15:04 in Perth; 14:07 in Glasgow; 14°59 in Aberdeen ;

In Edinburgh, 2°99 per cent. of the deaths during the year were due 
to Hooping-Cough; 1:96 per cent. to Diphtheria; 1°50 per cent. to 
Diarrhcea and Dysentery; 1°39 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; 1:20 per cent. 
to Small Pox; 0°86 per cent. to Fevers (0°84 of these being Enteric) ; 
0:70 per cent. to Influenza; and 0°23 per cent. to Measles. 

In Dundee, Hooping-Cough is the cause of 3°81 per cent. of the total 
deaths; Measles of 2°71 per cent.; Diarrhoea and Dysentery of 2°54 per 
cent. ; Diphtheria of 1:27 per cent.; Fevers of 0°84 per cent. (0°64 Enteric 

and 0°20 Typhus); Scarlet Fever of 0°50 per cent.; Influenza of 0°30 per 
cent. ; and Small Pox of 0°03 per cent. 

In Aberdeen, 4°24 per cent. of the total mortality was due to 
Hooping-Cough ; 2°73 per cent. to Measles; 1°79 per cent. to Diarrhoea 
and Dysentery; 1°51 per cent.-to Diphtheria; 1:14 per cent. to Scarlet 


Fever; 0°49 per cent. to Fevers and to Influenza; and 0:04 per cent. to 
Small Pox.

Diarrhoea and Dysentery, 2°15 per cent.; Diphtheria and Fevers, each 1°59 
per cent. (1°35 of the latter Typhoid); Scarlet Fever, 1:27 per cent. ; 
Measles, 0°64 per cent. ; and Influenza, 0°56 per cent. 

In Greenock, 3°83 per cent. of the total mortality is due to Hooping- 
Cough; 2°17 per cent. to Diarrhoea and Dysentery; 1:08 per cent. to 
Diphtheria ; 1:00 per cent. to Influenza ; 0°67 per cent. to Scarlet Fever ; 
0°50 per cent. to Fevers—half of these are Enteric ;—0°42 per cent. to 
Measles ; and 0:08 per cent. to Small Pox. 


In Perth, 4:42 per cent. of the deaths are ascribed to Hooping-Cough , » 


2'48 per cent. to Diarrhoeal Affections; 2°30 per cent. to Diphtheria; 1°77 
per cent. to Scarlet Fever; 0°88 per cent. to Influenza; and 0°53 per 
cent. to Measles and Fevers—all of the latter being Typhoid. 

In the above eight towns collectively, there were registered 1114 
deaths from Hooping-Cough, being at the rate of 3:96 per cent. of the total 
mortality, or 7°6 in every ten thousand of their inhabitants. Diarrhcea and 
Dysentery caused 509 deaths, equal to 1°81 per cent. of all, and 3°5 per ten 
thousand of the population. Diphtheria caused 481 deaths, at the rate of

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171 per cent. of the total deaths, and 3:3 in every ten thousand of the 
population. Measles caused 427 deaths, or 1°52 per cent. of all, and equal 
to 2°9 in each ten thousand of population. Searlet Fever caused 350 exits, 
equal to 1°25 per cent. of all the deaths, and 2'4 as to population. Fevers 
caused 281 deaths, at the rate of 1:00 per cent. of all deaths, and in the 
proportion of 1:9 in every ten thousand of the inhabitants; of these 
Typhoid caused 255 deaths; Typhus, 19; Simple or Ill-Defined, 6; and 
Cerebro-Spinal Fever, 1. Influenza caused 148 deaths, equal to 0°51 per 
cent. of all, and 1:0 per ten thousand of population. 

Small Pox caused 113 deaths in these towns, equivalent to 0°40 per 
cent. of all, and 0°8 in every ten thousand of their population ; 5 of these 
occurred in Glasgow; 57 in Edinburgh; 48 in Leith; and 1 each in 
Dundee, Aberdeen, and Greenock, there being none in Paisley and Perth. 

Zymotic diseases together caused 3853 deaths, being 1858 fewer than 
last year, the diminution chiefly observable in the number of deaths from 
Measles, Scarlet Fever, Influenza and Diarrhceal affections. Syphilis 
caused 108 deaths ; Erysipelas 127; and Puerperal Fever 104. 

Diseases of a constitutional nature caused 5616 deaths, 19°98 per cent. 
of the total mortality, and equal to 38:1 in every ten thousand of the 
estimated population. Rheumatic Fever and Rheumatism caused 135 
deaths ; Cancer caused 1119 deaths, equal to 3°98 per cent. of all, or 
7°6 per ten thousand of the population; being most marked in Edinburgh, 
Aberdeen and Dundee. Five deaths are ascribed to Gout. Phthisis 
caused 3019 deaths, 10°74 per cent. of all deaths, and at the rate of 20°5 
per ten thousand of the population ; and most marked in Glasgow, Dundee, 
Greenock and Leith. Tabes Mesenterica caused 322 deaths. Tubercular 
Meningitis 503 deaths ; and other forms of Tuberculosis and Scrofula 343. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 3,200 deaths, at the rate of 
11°38 per cent. of the total deaths, and 21°7 per ten thousand of the 
inhabitants. The percentage of such deaths to the total mortality was 
12:24 in Paisley ; 12°22 in Aberdeen ; 12:04 in Perth; 11°79 in Leith ; 11°53 
in Dundee ; 11°50 in Greenock ; 11:21 in Glasgow ; and 10°94 in Edinburgh ; 
the rate per ten thousand of the estimated population of each town being 
22°9 in Aberdeen and in Perth ; 225 in Glasgow ; 22°4 in Greenock ; 21°9 
in Dundee and in Paisley; 19°9 in Leith ; and 19:2 in Edinburgh. 

From diseases of the Circulatory Organs 2479 deaths are registered, 
equal to 8°82 per cent. of all the deaths in those towns, and at the rate of 
16°8 per ten thousand of their population. Edinburgh shows a percentage 
on the gross mortality of 10°85; Perth one of 10°62; Leith one of 10:22; 
Paisley one of 10°17; Aberdeen one of 876; Dundee one of 849; 
Greenock one of 8°33 ; and Glasgow one of 7:92; the rate per ten thousand 
of the inhabitants of each town being 20°5 m Perth ; 19°1 in Edinburgh ; 
17°3 in Leith ; 16°8 in Greenock ; 16°4 in Aberdeen ; 16:0 in Dundee ; 15°9 
in Glasgow ; and 14:2 in Paisley. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs caused 5434 deaths, equivalent 
to 19°33 per cent. of all the deaths, and 369 in every ten thousand of the 
estimated population of the towns. In Dundee 20°79 per cent. of all the 
deaths were of this nature, followed by Paisley in which they were 20:03 
per cent.; in Glasgow 19°80 per cent.; in Aberdeen 19°32 per cent. ; 
in Greenock 19°08 per cent.; in Edinburgh 18°10 per cent. ; in Leith 16°49 
per cent.; and in Perth 15:93 per cent. When computed as to the popula- 
tion 39°8 per ten thousand succumbed in Glasgow during the year from 
such diseases ; 39°3 in Dundee ; 37°1 in Greenock ; 36:1 in Aberdeen ; 35°9 in 

. B 
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Paisley ; 31°8 in Edinburgh ; 30°5 in Perth; and 27:8 in Leith. Bron- 
chitis caused 2457 deaths, equal to 8°74 per cent. of the whole mortality ; 
Pneumonia caused 2158 deaths ; Pleurisy 1384; and Croup 197. 

From diseases of the Digestive Organs 1917 deaths occurred, at the rate 
of 6°82 per cent. of all deaths, and equal to 13°0 per ten thousand of the 
population. Enteritis caused 385 deaths; Peritonitis 294; and Diseases 
of the Liver 257. 

Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused a mortality of 777, at the rate 
of 2°76 per cent. of all, and equivalent to 5°3 in every ten thousand of the 
inhabitants. Acute Nephritis caused 194 deaths; and Bright’s Disease 
306. 

Premature Births account for 803 deaths; Congenital Malformations 
for 171 ; and Old Age for 916. 

Atrophy and Debility is the assigned cause of 930 exits; and of sudden 
deaths with no ascertained cause or otherwise so ill-defined and not specified 
there are 170. 

The lives of 1051 individuals ended by Violence, equal to 3°74 per 
cent. of the whole, and in the ratios of 7:1 per ten thousand of population. 
Of these 981 were due to Accident or Negligence ; 6 to Homicide ; and 
64 to Suicide. Of these latter 26 died by Hanging; 12 by Drowning; 6 
by Poison (2 by Carbolic Acid; and 4 poisons not stated); 12 by Cut 
Throat; 1 by Jumping out of a window; 6 by Gun Shot; and 1 not 
stated. 

87 deaths were due to Intemperance. 

Of these eight towns 17 males and 68 females died during the year 
at ages of 90 and upwards. Of these 1 male and 1 female was 95 years, 
two females were 98 years, and two others were 99 years of age at death. 


MARRIAGES IN EIGHT TOWNS. 


12,546 marriages were registered in these towns during the year, 
being at the rate of 85 per ten thousand of their population as estimated. 
In Glasgow and in Edinburgh 88 marriages took place in every ten thousand 
of their inhabitants; in Dundee 72; in Aberdeen 90; in Leith 78; in 
Paisley 71; in Greenock 70; and in Perth 86. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes of the Astronomer-Royal, which appear in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Reports :— 

January was characterised by a low pressure with a large range, a 
mean temperature slightly under the average, with a mean daily range 
about a degree above it, and wind, as regards direction, nearly the average, 
but of a force much above it. 

February was characterised by a rainfall, heavy beyond precedent, 
being 165 per cent. above average of the month; by rapid and large 
fluctuations of the barometer; by a barometric monthly range unusually 
large, being only exceeded by the Februarys of 1860 and 1867; and by a 
succession of wide spread storms of wind, frequently very violent. 

March was characterised by a mean temperature and daily range both 
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greatly above the average,a marked predominance of W., S.W., S., and 
S.E. winds, and a deficiency of E., N.E., N.,and N.W. winds; and an excess 
of rainfall in the west, and a deficiency in the east of the country. 

April was unusually warm, with a diurnal range nearly the average,

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with a mean barometric pressure slightly under, and a monthly range con- 
siderably under the mean, with an unusual prevalence of E. and 8.E. winds. 

May was remarkable for a very low mean temperature, an unusual 
prevalence of northerly winds blowing with a force also unusual, and a 
large rainfall, more than usually heavy at eastern stations. 

June was characterised by a temperature under the average, by a very 
ivregular distribution of the rainfall, falling on three days more than usual 
for this month, and by a distribution of pressure above the average, the 
excess being greater at western than at eastern stations, and this excess 
accompanied with an excess of east winds. 

July was, on the average, a month with pressure a little under the 
average, but range of pressure a good deal above it; temperature above 
the average range of temperature; humidity and rainfall, the average, 
three days of rain more than usual, and an excess of E. and 8.E. winds. 

August was characterised by a large rainfall, distributed over a larger 
number of days than usual; a mean temperature under the average ; a 
barometric pressure under the average, but with a mouthly range consider- 
ably above it; and with a marked prevalence of W.N.W. and N. winds. 

Se ptember, as compared with the previous thirty-eight Septembers, 
ceed a higher mean barometric pressure, a lower monthly barometric 
range, a smaller rainfall, and a much greater predominance of northerly and 
easterly winds than any recorded during these years. 

October was characterised by a barometric pressure and range con- 
siderably above the average, a temperature fully a degree under, and mean 
daily range nearly two degrees above the average, and, just as in the 
preceding month, a marked predominance of easterly and northerly winds. 

November was remarkable for a mean temperature higher than any 
recorded for this month by the Society. Barometric pressure was rather

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low, but much lower than the average at northern than at southern stations, 
with the accompanying result of an unwonted predominance of south- 
westerly winds, blowing with a mean force greatly above the average. 

December was remarkable for a temperature considerably above the 
average, a barometric pressure above, and range very much above the 
average, a rainfall under the average; and for two storms, one on the 
21st-22nd, and the other on the 28th—30th, which will be Jong remembered 
for their severity and disastrous effect on sea and land. 

Table XIII. admits of comparison being made between the mean 
temperature and proportionate mortality of each month of 1894, as also 
for a decennial period (1881-1890). This shows the mean temperature for 
the year under review to be somewhat higher than the mean of the ten 
years, and that the mean temperature of six of the twelve months, viz., 
February, March, April, July, November and December, is above the mean 
of the same months for the longer period, the mean temperature of the 
remaining six months being below. The greatest proportionate mortality 
occurred during the months of January, December, March and February ; 
the lowest during July, August, and September. Further information of 
like nature deduced from observations reported from fifty-five stations of 
the Meteorological Society of Scotland is to be found on Table XIV. 

Table XV. gives among other things a statement as to the chicf 
meteorological phenomena during each month of the year in Eight of the 
Principal Towns, with the deaths from some of the more important mias- 
matics, as also of some other diseases for the sake of comparison. 

There were 113 deaths from Small-pox in these towns during the 
year, 10 of them being registered during January, 8 during February, 4 
during March, 9 during April, 9 during May, 25 during June, 11 during 
July, 2 during August, 2 during September, 3 during October, 15 during

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November, and 15 during December. Deaths from Measles were registered 
in largest number during November, 67, and December, 168; being at the 
minimum during January and February. Scarlet Fever was also most 
fatal during the months at the end of the year, 38 in November, and 41 in 
December ; least so during August,in which 15 deaths were registered from 
it. The mortality from Hooping-Cough was most marked during the 
months of April, 131; May, 145; February, 152; March, 155; and 
January, 182; least so during August, 48; September, 40; July, 30; and 
October, 27. Diphtheria claimed most of its victims during January, 44; 
October, 46; and February and September each 49 ; fewest during June 
and July, with 29 in each. Fevers were most pronounced during April, 
May and October; Jeast so during June and July. 

Phthisis caused its greatest mortality during April, 279; January, 
282; March, 290; and May, 331; its lowest during September, 175; and 
November, 197 ; and Croup was most fatal during the months at each end 
of the year,

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The more acute diseases of the Respiratory Organs are naturally 
decidedly most fatal during the winter and spring months; least so during 
the warmer months of summer ; as also is the case with Heart affections and 
Diseases of the Brain, all more or less influenced by climatic conditions. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. show the relative monthly mortality at 
different ages among the inhabitants of the eight towns under consideration. 
Thus with children (0-5 years of age), the largest proportion died during 
the months of January, November, and December. The mortality was at 
its minimum in July and September. 

Among Adolescents (5-20 years), deaths were most frequent in 
November, May, and April; the minimum mortality among them being in 
September, July, and August. 

Adults (20-60 years), suffered most during May and March; least so 
during September. 

Among the Aged, those over 60 years, February and January were 
the months in which most succumbed ; the fewest during July and August. 

Among the whole inhabitants of these Eight Towns the deaths during 
each month were in the following order of fatality :—January, December, 
November, February, March, April, May, October, June, July, August, and 
September.

The Vaccination Returns for the year 1893 show that of the 127,155 
children born in Scotland, 108,117, or 85:°028 per cent. were successfully 
vaccinated. In 2474 cases certificates of postponement were granted by 
medical officers, being at the rate of 1:946 per cent. of the whole births;

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in 509 cases the children were certified to be insusceptible of vaccination 
in consequence of some constitutional peculiarity; being at the rate of 
0'400 per cent.; 273 children, or 0°215 per cent. were insusceptible from 
having been vaccinated, but by persons who were not qualified to grant 
certificates to that effect ; and one child was insusceptible from having had 
Small-pox ; 12,781 children, or 10-051 per cent. of the whole births, died 
before vaccination; and 3,000 children, or 2°359 per cent., were removed 
from the district in which they were born, before vaccination, or in some 
other way were unaccounted for. The proportion of children constitu- 
tionally insusceptible, and of those who died before vaccination, are con- 
siderably over the average for the preceding ten years. 

In Table XX. the number and proportion of children who died 
unvaccinated are omitted, and the proportion given to the total children 
living. From this Table it may be gathered that of the 114,374 children 
alive at the age of six months, 108,117 or 94°529 per cent. were successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2474 cases, or in 2°163 per cent., vaccination was postponed ; 
in 509 cases, or in 0°445 per cent., the children were certified to be con- 
stitutionally insusceptible ; in 273 cases, or in 0°239 per-cent., the children 
were insusceptible from previous vaccination by persons who were not 
qualified to grant certificates, and in one case the child was insusceptible 
in consequence of having had Small-pox. In 3000 cases, or in 2°633 per 
cent., the children were removed from the district in which they were born, 
or were otherwise unaccounted for.
